* NEW RAMPARTS OF ROLLER SKATING: 
Since the start of the war, the humble roller skate has 
taken an important place in the entertainment and 
service of our armed forces. At Sheepshead Bay, New 
York, for example, the U. S. Maritime Training Ser- 
vice Station took over one of New York’s finest 
recreational spots—Manhattan Beach. Part of Man- 
hattan Beach is a gigantic roller skating rink—and it 
wasn’t long before officers conceived the idea of using 
the rink as a training ground. On skates the future 
seamen are taught how to balance themselves on a 
rocking, rolling deck. As a part of the training, sailors 
hold their coats up over their heads to learn how a 
sail really functicns; also they hold hands and skate 
in formation, to get the feel of men working together 
as a unit. And incidentally, they have a great time! 
The Treasure Island Naval Hospital in San Francisco 
has -its own skating rink, on which Navy Nurses and 
convalescent patients find fun and exercise. In a letter 
to RolleRage, Lou Stasiuk writes of going roller skat- 
ing in Australia; and one of the two places of amuse- 
ment in Dutch Harbor, Alaska, is the “Unalaska” 
Roller Rink, frequented almost exclusively by service- 
men. Wherever they go, our fighters take their favorite 
sports along with them; consequently, after this war 
you may expect to find roller skating in high popularity 
all over the world!

HE HAS WHAT IT TAKES = 


THE STORY OF 
TOMMY ATKINSON 


*If ever a poll were to be taken on the 
guestion “who is the gamest skater who 
ever set foot on the Roller Derby track”, 
its our opinion that the unguestionable 
winner would be one Thomas Atkinson of 
New York. 

Tommy, you see, is that kind of a guy. 
Through the past seven years . . . yes, he's been skating that long 
... Tommy has run into more ill fortune than probably any two 
other skaters combined. He's had head injuries, a severe back iniury 
which still troubles him now and then, as well as an endless 
number of more “minor” mishaps. And from each of them Tommy 
has come back, as full of “heart” and raring to go as ever. 

Tommy's had his ‘good fortune too . . . for in that time he's not 
only become one of;the Roller Derby's top skaters, but one of the 
babe of sports's most respected skaters as well. Add to that a lovely 
wife and you can see why Tommy considers himself one of the 
luckiest men alive. 

Many fans remember Tommy as “one of those Atkinson brothers” 
—during much of his Derby career Tommy and his brother Buddy 
were inseparables on the track. Buddy is several years the older of 
the two — it was Buddy who first got the itch to join the Roller 
Derby back in 1936. That was when the infant sport played New 
York's famous Hippodrome in the Fall of that year. After sitting 
entranced thrcugh several nights, Buddy applied for a tryout. So did 
Tommy, tagging along at his brother's heels . . . but though Buddy 
was accepted, Tommy was told to try again later on . . . that he 
was "too young". 

Tommy says he was heartbroken. He waited several months then 
ran away from home to where the Derby was rolling to try again 

. and again he was rejected. But this time brother Buddy man- 
aged to intercede for him. Buddy contacted his parents and received 
their permission to have Tommy stay ... then he took his younger 
brother in hand and patiently coached him for days on end in the 
finer points of Roller Derby skating. It wasn't long afterwards that 
Tommy was finally accepted — and he's been skating on the banked 
track ever since, aside from time off forced by injuries. 

From the foregoing you might be considered Tommy pretty old. 
He isn't a youngster as Roller Derby skaters go . . . in fact, prior 
to the present Minneapolis meet he was the oldest skater still in 
competition. But in years Tommy IS a youngster — he's only 
twenty-six years old. He doesn't even look that age — 5 feet 11 
inches tall, he has dark brown hair, brown eyes, and a ready smile. 
Before he and Buddy were married they were kiddingly called the 
“lovers” of the Roller Derby . . . both good looking and glib con- 
versationalists, they always had a lot of girls. 

Buddy hasn't skated now for some time. He and his wife, former 
skater Boddy Johnstone, are doing war work on the west coast. 
But Tommy skates on, from one hard fought meet to the next. And 
with each meet he makes new fans for himself, until today he is 
among the best known and best liked skaters in America. 

You can always count on Tommy to skate a good race. There 
have been times when Tommy was injured and his coaches weren't 
even aware of it. Tommy kept his mouth shut, gritted his teeth, 
and skated on. In good form he's fast, elusive, and shifty. Tall and 
slender, Tommy's a hard man to catch when he's out on a jam, and 
he takes a back seat to no one when it comes to blocking too. If you 
like your skaters to be ready fighters, Tommy's your man too — 
he's had more than his share of fights with members of the opposing 
team, and consequently his proportionate share of penalties. 

Mrs. Atkinson is also a friend of yours. On the track she's Marge 
Evans, another “veteran” Derbyite. She and Tommy have been 
married some four years. Their son Michael is now two years old, 
and as bonnie a youngster as you've ever beheld.

What's the secret of the phenomenal success 
of the Roller Derby, the idea that Leo Seltzer 
parlayed into the fastest growing sport in the 
world? After watching the wacky whirl for 
several seasons, your agent believes that the 
answer may be summed up simply — 
"ACTION". 


Of course, there are supplementary features, 
such as speed, body contact, showmanship and 
some pretty fair looking gals, which enter into 
the picture. But the principal ingredient in the 
formula remains—there are extremely few dull 
moments. 


Each regular skater sees only one hour's 
action a night—four 15 minute periods and 
perhaps a mite more during a three-minute 
Open House period. But he or she bats his or 
her respective brains out during those compar- 
atively short stretches. The rivals work at a 
terrific clip, somewhat offsetting their hours, 
which are comparable to those kept by a banker 
or a baseball umpire.

Derby followers may be classed in the “red hot” 
category. The most colorful performer ever to 
show in the Queen City was Aubrey (Red) 
Willis, the sorrel topped Florida boy who has 
been reported missing in action after enlisting 
in Uncle Sam's Navy. Aubrey had 'em tearing 
up the: seats in old Broadway Auditorium, 
which wasn't such a difficult job, since that 
venerable edifice hardly deserves to be men- 
tioned in the same sentence with Memorial 
Auditorium, the best looking sports arena in 
the land. And that goes for Madison Square 
Garden. 


Greatest intellectual was Bill Feeman, a 
husky who took up the Derby trail while a 
student at Butler University, Indianapolis, and 
who was a prime favorite in the Hoosier capital.

Two of the game’s quiet lads — Joe Evans 
and Joe Powell—are rumored to have been 
replicas of Jack Dempsey when it came to 
fisticuffs, and for that reason the occasions they 
were challenged on the track were few and far 
between. Evans still comes around for a work- 


out on the saucer when the Derby gets down 
Texas way. Powell cuts a dashing figure in the 
dress uniform of the Marine Corps. 


A strictly personal stab is that Al Allison 
was the all-time Fancy Dan on rollers; at least, 
of those who have shown here. A close second 
is Bob Satterfield. But neither could equal the 
strictly impromptu antics cut by Buffalo's 
sportscasters in their annual races. The radio 
rogues quickly realized that skating the track 
isn't as easy as it looks. But they had a grand 
time—and so did the spectators. 


Leo Seltzer's fondest dream is that of a 
Derby circuit, with each city represented by 
its home talent. Here in Buffalo we have a fair 
start with Fuzzy Calvaneso, Martin Oliver, 
Betty McTague, and Jean Bensch. When the 
No. 1 bit of business — winning the war — is 
taken care of, you may be assured there will 
be many more.
